Reasons Behind Release 
The local press reported that 
Maj. H. B. Chadwick, who it was 
believed escaped from the kid- 
nappers last week, actually was 
released to act as liaison between 
the authorities and the Irgun in 
an attempt to arrange the release 


of the men still held in return for 


a promise of clemency for the 
two condemned members of the 
Irgun. 

The newspaper Mishmar, organ 
of the Hashomer Hazair, said the 
nine Jews who were killed in a 
raid on the Haifa Bay railway 
yards were shot down in cold 
blood after they had surrendered. 
Troops opened fire on the attack- 
ers as they stood with their arms 
upraised, the newspaper charged. 

The Arab press reports that 
eight Jews were arrested in Leb- 
anon this past week for spying 
on harbors and roads in perpara- 
tion for smuggling Jews into Pal- 
estine. 

Hostages Praise Captors 

Details of the experiences of 
two officers who were released 
were given in an official communi- 
que. Flight Lieutenant Russell 
revealed that he was kept in a 
cellar in Tel Aviv, chained hand 
and foot, for five days. He said 
that after his capture his kidnap- 
pers forced him into a taxi and 
then transferred him to a truck 
where he was thrust into a large 
crate. Ajso in the crate he found 
Capt. Rae, another British officer, 
released last week. Capt. Rae was 
gagged with adhesive tape and 
bleeding from a head wound. 

Both officers said that they were 
well fed. Every night the leader 
of the group, who remained 
masked, visited them and brought 
food. At Rae’s request he also 
brought a Bible. One night he 
gave the officers a shaving kit 
and informed them that they were 
to be released. Russel said that 
an armed guard then thrust a 
one pound note in his pocket. He 
tried to refuse the money but was 
forced to take it. 

The Irgun Zvai Leumi was 
charged this week with having 
also planned to kidnap Gen. Sir 
Evelyn Barker, British command- 
er in Palestine, in a statement is- 
Sued by military headquarters.

End of Klan Charter 
Sought By Georgia

ATLANTA, Ga.—The state of 
Georgia, Friday, filed suit in Ful- 
ton Superior Court to revoke the 
national charter of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

Declaring that the present Klan 
was part and parcel of the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
which received its corporate char- 
ter here in 1916, the suit charges 
that the Klan had attempted to 
gain control over agencies 
charged with public security, and 
that it aimed to organize police 
officers, truck drivers, cab drivers 
and others to provide Klan mem- 
bers with quick mobility to var- 
ious parts of the state. 

Hearing of the case is scheduled 
for Monday. Grand Dragon Sam- 
uel Green in the meantime de- 
nied that the organization he 
heads is a revival of the old Klan, 
which owes the government $600,- 
000 on back taxes since 1927.

Wright Bryan, editor of the At- 
lanta Journal, in another of his 
daily columns deplored the fact 
that so many law enforcement of- 
ficers are reputed to be members 
of the Klan. He again challenged 
officials and heads of the city and 
county police to do something 
about it.

When asked by the court 
whether they had anything to say, 
one of the defendants arose and 
said: “We are soldiers of the 
Irgun Zvai Leumi and we demand 
that we be given the status of 
prisoners of war.” Several of the 
youths then attempted to make 
speeches, but were stopped by the 
court. 


Clash With Defendants 


The court and the defendants 
clashed when, after hearing state. 
ments by the accused for two 
hours, the president of the court 
attempted to silence them citing 
various legal precedents. Chayim 
Luster, 28, the oldest of the de- 
fendants, said that in a recent 
Irgun broadcast the president had 
been charged with stating to other 
British officers that it was a pity 
that the Palestine Jews had not 
suffered the same fate as those in 
Europe, “Because then we would 
be free to leave the God-forsaken 
country and return to England.” 


Luster was ordered to sit down 
and when he refused _ several 
guards rushed up to him. At this, 
all of the prisoners arose and be- 
gan shouting. For a moment, it 
seemed as if the guards were go- 
ing to shoot. but the president 
ordered them not to touch them 
and Luster asked his. comrades to 
sit down.

Britain Won’t Demand 


Extradition Of Mufti 
Jewish Telezraphie Agenevy 

LONDON—The British. Gov- 
ernment is not demanding the 
extradition of the ex-Mufti of 
Jerusalem from Egypt, nor his 
house arrest, it was learned 
here this week. The British 
Ambassador in Cairo was in- 
structed merely to urge upon 
the Egyptian government the 
importance of ensuring that 
the Mufti take no part in Mid- 
die East politics while he is in 
Egypt. 

The opinion of the British 
Government was conveyed by 
British Ambassador Ronald 
Ian Campbell to Egyptian Pre- 
mier Ismail Sidky Pasha dur- 
ing a 40-minute interview, a re- 
port from Cairo said. Another 
report said that the Syrian 
press has published a demand 
that the ex-Mufti be allowed to 
return to Palestine.

They are 
alleged to have. had a large quan- 
tity of automatic rifles, bombs, 
hand grenades ,revolvers and am- 
munition. One defendant, Benja- 
min Shlomo Kaplan, 19, is charg- 
ed with firing at the troops which 
arrested the group. 

As the judges entered the 
courtroom, the defendants rose 
and began chanting psglms. They 
were dressed in khaki shorts and 
shirts with an embroidered in- 
signia in blue and white on the 
breast. On their heads they wore 
blue and white skull caps with 
the word “Jerusalem” stitched 
across them. 

Troops and police assisted by 
planes continued to search the 
Sharon area today in a fruitless 
hunt for the three abducted of- 
ficers. The searchers concentrated 
on Rehovoth and neighboring vil- 
lages and citrus groves.

N. Y. Court Upholds

NEW YORK—Kurt Mertig and

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a Silver Asks Rabbis to Drop Out of Council 








RABBI SILVER 


Sreeie! -HICAGO—Withdrawal from the Council of Judaism of 
the rabbis still associated with it was urged by Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver in his opening address of the 57th annual convention of 
the Central Conference of American Rabbis which opened Wednes- 
day. Rabbi Silver also took issue with those who would give the 
Synagogue Council of America “exclusive right to speak for 
American Israel.” 

Dr. Silver asked his colleagues “whether their religious 
sentiments and the tradition of their office can sanction this 
crude, conscionceless bigotry and the dark and bitter malice of the 
organization” which prompted it to petition the American gov- 
ernment not to permit the immigration of 100,000 Jews into 
Palestine unléss and until all other recommendations of the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Commission are carried out. 

In discussion the question jof whether there is a drift away 
from Judaism, Dr. Silver disagreed with those who expressed pes- 
simism on this score. He said that “our danger was not in dis- 
loyalty or apostasy, but in fear and depression that may beat 
down the spirits of our people and paralyze their creative efforts. 
Fight Against Anti-Semitism Won’t Change the Jews 

“The grave account which American Jews have placed in 
recent years upon fighting anti-Semitism and on so-called good 
will movements is a manifestation of a fear which is gnawing 
at their hearts. We do not mean to disparage these activities or 
to question their value. But clearly they cannot exercise the 
fear from the hearts nor can they strengthen the feeble hand.” 

The convention, which will be in session until June 30, 
brought together almost 400 rabbis, about 100 of whom were 
returned chaplains. 

Dr. Silver also urged the formation of a permanent American 
Jewish Conference and the strengthening of the Synagogue Coun- 
cil of America as an instrumentality of Jewish faith. 

Urges Permanent Representation of Communities 

Dr. Silver urged the conference to: 

1. Pass a resolution calling upon the President to stand firm 
in his resolve that 100,000 Jewish refugees in Europe should be 
permitted to proceed to Palestine. 

2. Support the plans of the American Jewish Conference, to 
transform itself into “a permanent Jewish body which would give 
a unified expression of the will of the American Jewish community 
on all matters vital to it.” 

3. Support the strengthening of the Synagogue Council of 
America. Dr. Silver said that the province of the council is “in 
those areas of religious interest which are common to all of its con- 
stituent groups. The Council will function best if it will not spread 
itself too thin and if it will not attempt to do too many things. 
This is the temptation common to all enterprising national or- 
ganizations. It is our hope that the council will concentrate on 
a few major objectives of primary fmportance, such as_ turning 
the minds of our people and thair hearts to the synagogue and 
to religious education and to the programs directly related to 
them. It will thus vindicate ig existence, even if its achievements 
are not spectacular enough to compete with many secular organ- 
izations which are cluttering up the American Jewish scene.” 
Jews, More Than Others, in Need of Religion 

“Jewry,” Dr. Silver said, “stands more in need of the min- 
istrations of its religion than all other peoples on earth because 
it has suffered more from the ravages of the war and because of 
the large measure of insecurity in its life.” 

“All Jews,” continued Dr. Silver, “even those who live in 
lands of freedom, are deeply shaken and disturbed by what has 
occurred. It is not a cowardly fear which prompts them to seek 
escape from their destiny. It cannot be said of the Jews of 
America, for example, that they have become less concerned with 
the fate of their people, more given to apostasy and assimilation 
and ‘that the stream of conversion has become a river.’ On the 
contrary, the war years have revealed an inner strength and 
soundness in the American Jewish community. We are not in- 
clined to be complacent about any of their shortcomings, but 
nevertheless are not persuaded that social distintegration has 
set in and that a stampede away from Judaism is on the way. 

“Only emphasis by the leaders of our people—lay and re- 
ligious alike—upon the religious message of Judaism to the Jews 
of our day, and its challenge to live and lator in spite of all 
danger for the good and just society of free men, only such a 
religious revival will set the red blood of courage and confidence 
svatsing Seeugh the veins of our peepte.”

NEW EVIDENCE LINKING MUFTI 
WITH NAZIS BEHIND ESCAPE

LONDON—Although the full details of the Mufti’s escape from 
France are still shrouded in mystery, it is believed here on the basis 
ot reliable reports from a European capital, that his escape from 
France was prompted by fear and conviction that he was in danger 


of being placed on the war criminal list and, hence, on trial. 


Official documents, detailing 
his ‘negotiations with the Hitler 
regime and providing incontro- 
vertible proof of his treason to 
the Arab world as well as to the 
Allies, have been discovered in 
an underground shaft in southern 
Bavaria by an American intelli- 


gence team, it was learned here., 


The discovery, made several 
weeks ago, placed the Mufti in 
a vulnerable position and there 
is reason to believe that he sud- 
denly became aware of this new 
threat to his comparative free- 
dom and arranged to escape. 

No details about the discov- 
ery of the documents are avail- 
able here, beyond the fact that 
they were found underground in 
a cache of German Foreign Of- 
fice files. The originals are now 
in the hands of the State De- 
partment in. Washington and 
photostatic copies have been for- 
warded to the British Foreign 
Office. 

An official who has examined 
the documents stated this week 
that their publication at the 
proper time would incense the 
Arab world no less than the Al- 
lied world. The Mufti, in antici- 
pation of a German victory, had 
promised Germany full domina- 
tion over the Arab countries in 
return for guarantees that he 
would be deputy ruler of all the 
Arab world. The documents pro- 
vide the key by which, under in- 
ternational law, the Mufti can be 
tried for treason to his own peo- 
ple. 


UN Couldn't Try 
Mufti, Says Jackson

NEW YORK — Supreme Court 


Justice Robert Jackson, chief 
U. S. prosecutor at the Nurem- 
berg trial, this week declared 
that the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, 
who recently escaped from 
France, will not be tried as a 
war criminal before the Inter. 
national Military Tribunal at 
Nuremberg, unless Washington 
officials initiate a change in pok 
icy to include Asiatic as well as 
European Axis criminals within 
the court’s jurisdiction. This 
would require concurrence of all 
interested powers, Justice Jack- 
son emphasized. 

This is the essence of a reply 
cabled by Justice Jackson to 
Edgar Ansel Mowrer, columnist 
of the New York Post, who sub 
mitted documentary evidence 
that the ex-Mufti was a party to 
the Nazi mass-murder of six mik 
lion Jews in Europe. Jackson i 
dicated that he would be very 
much interested in examining 
Mowrer’s documents.

Minister Ernest Bevin’s recent remarks on Palestine 
were criticized by Dr. Chaim Weizmann as tending 
to promote further instability in Palestine, in an 
address delivered here last night, at a reception in 
has honor. 

The full text of Dr. Weizmann’s speech follows: 

“It is not my intention to make a speech today, 
and I will limit myself to a few observations con- 
cerning the statements by Mr. Bevin at Bournemouth 
—utterances which are both deeply distressing to me 
and offend the Jewish people. I feel fairly sure that 
the Foreign Minister, on reflection, will realize that 
he does himself, no less than us, an injustice when 
he deals with our problems through a series of con- 
tradictory improvisations. 

*“T am sure it is not Mr. Bevin’s intention to make 
our life in Palestine any more difficult than it is 
already—still less to say anything which might tend 
to impair Palestine’s pubMc security. Yet as one 
who has done and is doing his utmost to help main- 
tain the security of this country, I must question 
his deference to the need for more divisions to main- 
tain the tranquility and stability so desperately 
needed. 


Hits Bevin’s Fear of ‘Racial’ State 


He pleads for patience. Patience like suffering has 
been the badge for all our tribe—a lesson well- 
learned in places like Belsen. But I am sure he un- 
derstands how difficult it is to go on counselling pa- 
tience—I have been doing it all my life—when we 
see our people despoiled, the remnants languishing 
in the graveyard of 6,000,000 of their brethren with- 
out hope for a renewed existence in the land of 
promise. : 

“For some reason Mr. Bevin seems greatly trou- 
bled by the fear of a “racial state.” I would like to 
make clear once and for all, so that our friends in 
England and elsewhere may understand us: the 
state which will eventually emerge from the Jewish 
national home will be no more and no less a racial 
state than Switzerland, Canada, France or England, 
or any other state of which the majority belongs to 
one ethnic group. ~ 

“It is pleaded, and rightly, that the laws govern- 
ing the treatment of individuals should apply equally 
to the Jews, and I would like to plead that the con- 
cepts applying to all other peoples and states should 
be applied to us. It is therefore a misconception of 
everything we stand for to speak of a Jewish state 
as racial—as some sort of medieval survival, not ob- 
taining in any other part of the world. 


As Democratic As Any In World 


“We have suffered too long to indulge in that kind 
of outworn racialism. The state which will emerge 
from the Jewish national home will be as democratic, 
as free for all inhabitants as any state in the world, 
and—I may add from the crucible of our experience 
—perhaps even more. 

“I have never indulged in the defiance of author- 
ity. The record of my life and work speaks to the 
contrary, but I must remind Britain and the rest of 
the world that the solemn promises made to the 
Jewish people, embodied in the Balfour Declaration 
and the Palestine Mandate, and sealed by interna- 
tional law, cannot be set aside. For the last 30 years

have set our hands to implementation of this promise. 

“We have come some way toward its fulfillment. 
This process cannot now be stopped. It will go on. 
It must go on, irrespective of temporary setbacks. 
It is our destiny from which we cannot free our- 
selves, even if we would. 

“There is deference to Arab generosity and mod- 
eration. I would be the last to begrudge this com- 
pliment, but perhaps if the Foreign Minister had 
time to examine the evidence, he might have tem- 
pered his own generosity with a few slight reserva- 
tions. I am interested in Mr. Bevin’s positive refer- 
ences to the Arab world, and the contribution the 
Jewish people is able to make, apart from Palestine, 
towards its progress and development. 


Wants Friendship With Arabs 


“This was always our wish. Long years ago, 
Lawrence of Arabia spoke of the same possibility 
in almost similar terms, and the very covenant ‘we 
made via his good offices with King Feisal had as its 
aim just what Mr. Bevin now suggests. We can make 
that contribution to the Middle East peoples. Many 
times we have offered our hand in friendship and 
amity for the development of a prosperous thriving 
Middle East. 

“I have always believed that the British are the 
natural intermediaries between us and the Arabs, 
though they have not yet undertaken that task, and 
I was therefore grateful for Mr. Bevin’s hint that he 
still believes in the possibility of bringing coopera- 
tion. We are ready to give of our brains, of our 
scientific and cultural ability and of our substance 
for consummation of this great task. 

“All we ask in return is an opportunity to develop 
in peace and tranquility, amity and friendship with 
our neighbors in this little notch of land, so that the 
Jewish people, agonized and tortured, may not 
only rebuild the land of their fathers, but also make 
their contribution to the peace and happiness of the 
whole Middle East, and perhaps—who knows—to the 
peace and happiness of this distracted, suffering 
word. if

Now, on a summer day, they get together 
on a porch and before long they are talking 
about the pains of being 
Jewish and in a masoch- 
istic way afflicting them- 
selves with the pains of 
Israel’s many _ contro- 
versies. 

On this beautiful day I 
could not bring myself 
to heap any more afflic- 
tion on _ Israel’s’ poor 
head by taking up one 
of the many Jewish 
problems. I knew very well that all the other 
Jewish writers were working overtime on that, 
preparing more hot coals of fire for Israel’s 
head. 

No! This week I would take Israel back to 
the pleasanter time of old when he was a 
gentle philosopher not a protagonist of this 
and that. But how to start and where to go? 
I myself, from long habit of smiting heads, 
didn’t know where to run in order to get 


back on the older, sweeter ways of Jewish life.

I WAS IN THE MIDST of these meditations 
when Mr. Hyman Weintraub came to my desk 
. “Mr. Weintraub, how do you do?” ...TI 
had known Mr. Weintraub a long time. Every 
once in a while, after long intervals, Mr. Wein- 
traub calls on me just to talk. 

I like Mr. Weintraub because he never comes 
to pound Jewish causes on my desk. He talks 
philosophy in the old style. He used to be a 
tailor, working on coats and pants, but now, 
being 72, he is retired. When he was working 
his job was in a shop not far from the news- 
paper office where I worked. Then I used to 
see him more often. 

I was delighted to see Mr. Weintraub again. 
He would be a great relief: His whimsical hu- 
mor, his gentle philosophy that never quarreled 
with anybody. 

“Well, Mr. Weintraub?” 

He spoke on the pleasures of being retired, 
the delight of just resting and not having a 
job to go to, and when we had discussed these 
matters at length, he said, “I have a riddle for 
you.” 

“What’s your riddle, Mr. Weintraub?” 

“Which is better to have—$600,000 or six 
daughters?” 

“Well,” I replied, “that depends. You can’t 
always be sure of all six daughters. You know 
how it is with six daughters. You may think 
you have them all safely married off, but what 
happens? Some of them may have to come 
back home with their children. This one may 


have married a no-account so-and-so and that 
one may have married a shiemiel who can’t 


make a living. 

“I don’t think I’d take a chance on six daugh> 
ters. But, on the other hand, there’s $600,000, 
I'm not so crazy about money and wouldn’t 


know how to accumulate $600,000. But, then, 


$600,000 never would disappoint me, unless 


I lost it all. I guess I would rather have the 


$600,000 than the six daughters, if you don’t 


mind.” 


Mr. Weintraub replied that he was dis 


appointed in me, whom he had always re 


spected as one who possessed a modicum of 
wisdom. ; 

“Consider $600,000”, he said. “Not that I have 
ever seen $600,000. In a tailor’s shop you don’t 
even dream of $600,000. But let’s consider it. 
Let’s imagine a man who has managed to 
gather $600,000. 

“Is he a happy man then? A happy man is 
one who knows when he has enough. But does 
a man who has accumulated $600,000 know he 
has enough? No! He says, ‘Now I have $600,000 
and I’m only $400,000 from being a millionaire. 
I will not have enough until I have a million. 
He can’t be a contented man until he has the 
million. He works himself sick to get the 
$400,000 more that will make him a millionaire, 
He gets high blood pressure and one day some- 
thing snaps in him and he is dead without hav- 
ing had enough. 

“BUT CONSIDER six daughters. When a 
man gets one daughter he is grateful and 
praises God also for the second, but when the 
third daughter arrives he may begin to worry. 
Then the fourth and the fifth and, finally, the 
sixth. Then he certainly feels he has enough. 

“Unlike the man with $600,000 who never 
feels he has enough! Yes, my dear Segal, for 
a philosopher who believes in knowing how 
much’ is enough six daughters are more de- 
sirable than $600,000. A man with six daugh- 
ters knows long before he dies that he has 
enough.” 

But Mr. Weintraub wasn’t speaking from 
personal experience of six daughters. He has 
two daughters and four sons. That happy fact 


brought him to another philosophical reflec- 
tion. 
He had been around the farmers of his 


neighborhood and, speaking to one of them, 
he was envying the happy lot of a farmer. He 
couldn't feel so sure that the work of a work- 
man in the city was as usefully productive as 
that of a farmer. A farmer could get ecstacy 
from looking at the waving corn he had 
planted. 

But the farmer said: “You have raised a bet- 
ter crop than I, Mr. Weintraub. Your children!” 
He was a philosopher—that farmer! 

Yes, that was it: Good children were the 
main thing, the best crop, the fine success. He, 
the retired wage-earner, could feel the elations 
of great success. All the children had turned 
out right: His boys: A doctor, a lawyer, a 
permanent captain in the U. S. Navy and one 
with a good job in Detroit. His girls: A teach- 
er and a nurse, both married now. 

I thanked Mr. Weintraub for calling, for the 
brief interlude of getting away from distress- 
ful Jewish problems and talking again along 
the sweeter, old ways of Jewish conversation.

THE BEZALEL ART SCHOOL is the foun- 
tainhead of Jewish art expression. Since the 
destruction of European centers of Jewish life, 
it is virtually our only source of creative art. 
Placed in the midst of a live and growing 
Yishuv, its artists reflect in their work a vital 
resolute and optimistic quality which has been

and centers in New York.

E had a request from Mrs. A.L.K. of Forest Hills, Long 
Island, New York, for some attractive way to utilize left 
over fried fish. Like the rest of us she finds herself using more fis} 
for principal meals these days of meat shortages, and, says she 
“This is no time to waste even one cut of leftover fried fish.” And 
right you are! 
Well, Mrs. A.L.K., here’s one way you can use a sm moun 
of fried fish without the stigma of “leftover” about it. 


Fish & Noodle Ring 


cups flaked leftover to lb. broad noodles 
fried fish, boned 2 tsps. salt 
hard cooked eggs 2 qts. boiling water 
cup cooked or canned peas 2 eggs 
Minced parsley or fresh dill 2 tblsps. melted butter or 
Parsley sprigs for garnish vegetable shortening 
% cup dried bread crumbs 

Boil noodles in salted water 8 to 10 minutes and drain. Add 
melted shortening and beat eggs, stirring in half the bread crumbs. 
Sprinkle the remaining crumbs on bottom of a well greased ring 
mold and fill with the noodle mixture. Set in a pan of water and 
bake 20 minutes at 375° F. Or, if you don’t want to heat up the 
kitchen, just set the pan of water with the filled ring in it over 
a moderate flame on top of the gas stove, cover and let it cook 10 
minutes or: till the egg coagulates. Remove from hot water and 
turn out the noodle ring by placing a large serving plate or platter 
over it and inverting to unmold. Combine the flaked fish, diced 
hard cooked eggs, peas and minced greens and fill the center of 
the noodle ring just before serving. This is equally good cold on 
a hot day, but you can serve it hot any day of the year. Serves 
4 or 5. 

Here’s a recipe for Mashed Potato Muffins for Mrs. S.W. of 
St. Louis, Mo. They’re an excellent substitute for bread these days. 


Mashed Potato Muffins 


4 large potatoes, boiled in 
jackets 2 tbisps. melted shortening 
1 teaspoon salt 1 tsp. onion juice, optional 
Peel and mash the boiled potatoes while hot. Add beaten egg 
yolks and half the shortening, beating till smooth. Fold in the well 
beaten but not dry egg whites and bake in greased muffin pans 
at 375° F. 15 minutes or till nicely browned on top. Makes 12 muffins, 
Mrs. M. G. of Boston, Mass., writes she wants to know how to 
make pineapple milk sherbert. She says she still has some canned 
crushed pineapple, lucky woman! Well, here’s the way: 


Pineapple Milk Sherbet 


1% cups canned crushed 
pineapple 
2 tsps grated lemon or 
orangs peel 
% cup lemon juice 
Stir together aH ingredients till sugar is dissolved and 
turn into refrigerator ice cube tray. Turn up the cold control and 
freeze till firm about an inch around the edges. Turn out into a 
chilled deep bowl and beat till fluffy and smooth. Fold in twe 
stiffly beaten egg whites and return to freezing tray. Finish frees 
ing till firm. Yields one quart, approximately.

At hand now is a letter from 
Jacob Barber, whom you may 
remember as our subscription 
agent in Passaic, N. J., who 
some months ago turned in his 
100th ‘“abonnet” the German 
word for subscription, and who 
has promised not to stop until 
he has turned in his 1000th sub- 
scription. 

I don’t want to lose the flavor 
of Mr. Barber’s letter so I quote 
it verbatim: 

“And now: a Gooteh Bsooreh. 
-.. 1am happy to tell you my 
dear friends that in the first day 
of Shevuoth I and my beloved 
wife became citizens of our glori- 
ous country. You cannot imagine 
how happy we are to belong to 
this victorious and glorious gov- 
ernment. 

“Thanks to the Almighty God, 
the time of distress and wretch- 
edness is past. Now shines the 
sun to us; we are a free couple 
and thanks many, many times to 
Uncle Sam who makes us so 


‘happy. 


“Closing my lines I like to say 
the words of my beloved wife: 
‘NO MORE REFUGEE, but CITI- 
ZEN of THE UNITED STATES. 
GOD BLESS OUR BELOVED 
COUNTRY FOR EVER AND 
EVER’.”

In connection with the item of 
several weeks ago commenting 
on the ad from the missionary 
group in the Anglo-Jewish paper 
on the West Coast, a rabbi has 
pointed out that The Post was 
carrying an ad from the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. It never 
occurred to me (what a poor 
alibi, Cohen, you ought to do bet- 
ter than that) that the Monitor 
was other than a very high class 
newspaper. In _ fact, until I 
checked the paper, I didn’t know 
that there was anything in it 
connected with the Christian 
Science Church. I doubt, how- 
ever, that reading the Monitor 
will convert any Jews unless 
they would have been converted 
anyway for other reasons.

I had read somewhere in The 
Post that Rabbi Elmer Berger 
had declared that the American 
Council for Judaism would prob- 
ably never enter into the re- 
ligious field, so that when I 
came across the following quota- 
tion in The Jewish Chronicle of 
London by Basil Henriques, head 
of the Jewish Fellowship, Brit- 
ish counterpart of the American 
Council, I thought it was worth 
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eomment: 

“Mr. Henriques put before the 
meeting the Fellowship’s aims 
and mentioned its intention to 
foster a religious revival in this 
eountry. He pointed out that Con- 
tinental Jewry is establishing a 
number of Yeshivas here and the 
Fellowship plans to support 
these houses of higher education 
in every way possible.” 

Rabbi Berger, on the other 
hand, is quoted in The Jewish 
Post as having said: “The Coun- 
cil is not interested in a religious 
program, but in a political and 
social program. I don’t know if 
the Council will ever adopt a pro- 
gram of religious activity per se. 
I¢ may or may not.”

A French Government official, 
when in England recently, was 
discussing the situation of the 
Jews in his country with one of 
my colleagues. Gleefully he de- 
scribed how his father, an 
avowed anti-Semite, reacted when 
the deportations of Jews in 
France began. The old gentle- 
man, it seemed, had once been 
bested by a Jew in some business 
transaction, and, as seems usual, 
he held all Jews responsible for 
the alleged misdeeds of ‘this one 
man. Being a person of consid- 
erable importance in his town, 
he learned in advance of the 
Nazis’ intention to deport cer- 
tain Jews. Among them was one 
family in which there were two 
young children. This “anti-Sem- 
ite” hastened to the Jews’ house 
and took the children back to his 
own home. Nor did he stop at 
two. Within a very short time, 
he had acquired a “family” of 
over 30 Jewish children, whom 
he and his wife looked after 
throughout the occupation, de- 
spite the impossibility of getting 
domestic help—The Chronicler in 
The Jewish Chronicle of London. 








Religious Leaders Must Face The Facts 


ITH both Reform and Conservative Rab- 

bis meeting in annual conventions this 
week, the former in Chicago and the latter in 
New York, some observations on the state of 
Judaism in the United States certainly are 
timely. 

A hasty appraisal indicates that of the affiiti- 
ated, attendance at services two or possibly 
three times a year is the normal, and that it 
is very unlikely that regular attendance will 
ever be practiced by more than the smallest 
minority for at least the next decade and 
probably never. 

To rail against U.S. Jews for this seeming 
indifference might satisfy the ego of some 
rabbis and synagogue leaders, but neither the 
needs of the situation nor of the American Jew 
will be satisfied. ; 

Then, too, sinee the war amd its prodigious 
tragedy did not bring about that much-desired 
return to the synagogue, itt must be obvious 
that nothing this side of heaven will do that 
particular job. 

This being so, a realization of what is the 
practical situation is certainly the starting 
point, and the wise religious leader will start 
with the two to three times a year synagogue- 
going Jew and work from there. - 

What is indicated, then, is a new approach 
to the problem. 

Possibly more emphasis can be placed on 
Jewish observance in the home; perhaps the 
suggestion in another editorial on this page, 


im connection with a change im emphasis on 
the Sabbath observance; perhaps more perso. 
alized and private prayer than the organizeg 
prayer—ail of these and other outlets for pe, 
ligious expression must be developed.  Thig 
may mean the slow disappearance of forma 
services, but aren’t we faced with that anyway? 

Formerly the Jew was able to make his eq. 
vironment conform to his religion, but up, 
fortunately or not, Judaism in America must, 
if it is to live, conform to the environment anq 
American civilization on pain of disappearng 
altogether. 

The great mistake would be to refuse jp 
recognize the situation and attempt to foree 
Judaism into the life of the American Jew uw. 
der factors which would inevitably mean a not 
too gradual decline. 

The modern emancipated Jew has a need for 
religion, and definitely there is a place for re 
ligion in his life, but it won’t be religion as our 
fathers knew it. 

The task facing our religious leaders, then, 
is to inculcate religious ethics into the life of 
the Jew, to make the precepts of Judaism sig 
nificant in the every-day world. This evidently 
eannot be done through organized services, and 
like # or not, that is a fact. 

Yet it is not necessary to yield to despair, but 
rather to find new ways of influencing the Jew 
and making religion a vital influence in hig 


life as he lives it in the United States in thig - 


jay and age. 


Judge Proskauer’s Admonitions To The Rab. 


PEAKING at graduation exercises at the 
Hebrew Union College, Judge Joseph M. 
Proskauer said: “To accomplish this it must 
increasingly give us rabbis who will render 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s and 
to God the things that are God’s ... And 
I sound the warning that the over-emphasis on 
the secular by a rabbis may sometimes over- 
shadow his function to teach the word of God.” 
The implication here is that a rabbi must 
not interfere in politics or a strike, or urge 
slum-clearance, etc. This is in direct contradic- 
tion to the activities of the prophets who took 
up the cudgels for the downtrodden and forced 
the hands of the economic group despoiling the 
people so that conditions for the poor were 
bettered. In addition, Mr. Proskauer should 
know that this render unto Caesar when ac- 
cepted as a Jewish concept had to do only with 
paying taxes and has no validity today as a 
Jewish concept for in Jewish tradition there 
is no line of demarcation between religion and 
every-day life. In Judaism the tenets of relig- 
ion apply to the activities of the world of busi- 
ness and industry. 

Judge Proskauer then continues: “To make 
Judaism real, pregnant with meaning, a live 
and ethical faith to guide the lives of men, 
that I believe to be the paramount and press- 
ing call of the hour for the rabbinate of Amer- 
ica.” 

Thus on the one hand Judge Proskauer 


would have the rabbi abstain from too much 
activity in affairs of the world at large, and on 
the other, to take an active part in these same 
affairs. Great as some of our rabbis are it is to 
be doubted that they are able to do something 
and not do something at one and the same 
time. 

Judge Proskauer wants a “great and effec. 
tive religious and spiritual rabbinate,” but does 
he believe that possible by having the rabbi 
withdraw into an ivory tower and not com 
cern himself in the fight to give equal oppor- 
tunity to the Negro, to use just one illustra- 
tion? 

To the prophets it was the height of relig- 
ion to inveigh against the injustices to the 
poor in terms so exact and particular that most 
of them were banished or imprisoned at one 
time or another. The modern rabbi is not to 
follow in the footsteps of those who made it 
possible for men like Judge Proskauer to use 
such phrases as contributions to the progress 
of civilization.” No, the rabbi must be circum- 
spect. His religion must be limited to the 
pulpit and even there he must not attack the 
status quo. . 

Most of the Hebrew Union College graduates 
now in pulpits have followed, at least in words, 
the prophetic tradition; if the graduates who 
heard Judge Proskauer’s admonitions take 
him seriously, the rabbinate will be alienated 
even further from the people.

Boycott Of Britain Urged By Rabbi Her- 
schel Levin In The Jewish Weekly News of 
Springfield, Mass.—_We have time and again 
made the claim that unless she were forced 
to, England would renege on her legal as well 
as humanitarian obligations to the Jewish peo- 
ple. We have repeatedly asserted that the Brit- 
ish government are cheats, and that her pious 
promises are frauds. We have said that if we 
Jews based our plea on humanitarian consider- 
ations alone and didn’t use real pressure, we 
would get no justice for our harassed people. 

We have said that only a threatened. or 
actual boycott of British products in this coun- 
try, only an active lobby against the British 
Loan, only a planned, relentless resistance in 
Palestine, could assure us that the British gov- 
ernment would fulfill its solemn obligations. 

We were sorry we had to speak the way 
we did. We hoped in our heart that we were 
wrong. We prayed openly and in secret that 
the British government would prove us wrong 
by abandoning at last its appeasement of the 
reactionary forces in the Arab world, the same 
appeasement policy that loosed the blood tor- 
rents of World War II-—-that she would keep 
her promise of opening the gates of Palestine 


to the suffering European Jews, particularly 
after the Anglo-American Commission’s well 
known report. 

Now it has been announced that the Com- 
mission’s report will not be accepted. 

So it is with a deep sense of tragedy and 
with a heavy heart that we realize that we v 
right. The British foreign policy, we

Ernest Bevin, whose only defense is 
Sulting claim that Americans are a 
to get Jews into Palestine because ‘th 
want too many of them in New Y:

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ROSENWALD SAYS POST EDITORIAL 
MISREPRESENTS POSITION OF COUNCIL 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I take the liberty of asking for 
space in your columns to com- 
ment on the lead editorial in 
your issue of May 23rd. I do so 
because I have found the Jewish 
Post to be, in the main, a fair- 
minded journal. Your editorial 
surprised me by departing from 
your customary practice. 

Your readers would be better 
able to judge what the Council’s 
position is on the Report of the 
Anglo-American Committee if 
they had the opportunity to read 
for themselves the text of our 
letter. I am enclosing a copy of 
that letter herewith, and I call 
to your attention two key sen- 
tences. In one we say, “Funda- 
mentally, we urge the complete 


acceptance of the Recommenda- 


tions of the Report as a whole, 
and we look forward to its im- 
plementation at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.” We repeat that 
same thought in the concluding 
sentence: “We respectfully sub- 
mit the above in its entirety and 
that prompt action be taken to 
implement all of the provisions 
of that Report.” 

To urge the complete accep- 
tance of the Report must in- 
clude—as it does—acceptance of 
the Recommendation in regard 
to the early entry of 100,000 dis- 
placed Jews into Palestine. 

In a subsequent letter to Dean 
Acheson, of the State Depart- 
ment ,following the Department’s 
invitation to us to submit our 
views, we made the following 
point: “Beyond the specific en- 
dorsement we here give of all of 
the Recommendations of the Re- 
port, we consider it imperative 
that the realistic balance be- 
tween contending forces that is 
provided for in the Report be 
maintained by the adoption of 
the Report as a whole. The rate 
ot implementation of the specific 
Recommendations will necessar- 
ly vary, depending upon their 
nature, But the policy implicit 


in the total Report should be ac- 
cepted by the adoption of the 
Report as a whole. This would 
serve the important salutary 
purpose of indicating clearly the 
lines of policy which will guide 
our Government in its relation- 
ship to the problems dealt with 
in the Report, and will act as a 
restraint upon partisan inter- 
pretations.” 

This clear position can be mis- 
understood only by partisan agi- 
tators, into whose trap yoy seem 
to have fallen. The Anglo-Amer- 
ican Committee Recommenda- 
tion No. 9, for example, recom- 
mends the introduction of re- 
forms in the education of Jews 
and Arabs of Palestine. Yet, no- 
where is the Committee repre- 
sented as maintaining that the 
Recommendation about the dis- 
placed Jews shall await the 
achievement of the other Recom- 
mendation. 

Our position is that the Report 
is a unit, and as such, a master- 
piece of wisdom and _ sobriety, 
and that, therefore, it should be 
accepted in total as providing 
not merely the transfer of Jews 
from one troubled area of the 
world to another, but conditions 
which will provide safety and 
security for Jews in and out of 
Palestine, and which therefore 
should also be adopted. 

The point of the current propa- 
ganda to compel the adoption of 
Recommendation No. 2 alone is 
not lost either upon our Govern- 
ments, or upon the Arabs. Its 
continuance strengthens the im- 
pression that Jews are disinter- 
ested in the other Recommenda- 
tions which are designed to pro- 
vide peaceful conditions in Pal- 
estine, which urge the opening 
up of other homes for displaced 
persons, and which recommend 
steps to give immediate effect to 
human rights provisions of the 
United Nations Charter. 

Perhaps the interests of your 


readers would be best served if 
they were enabled to read our 
letter to President Truman and 
our communication to the State 
Department in greater length 
and thereby be enabled to judge 
for themselves.

Mr. Rosenwald’s letter is based 
on a “communication submitted 
to the state department” dated 
May 24. The Jewish Post edi- 
torial was based on Mr. Rosen- 
wald’s letter to President Tru- 
man dated May 10. In the two 
weeks intervening there is a 
radical change in sentiment on 
the part of the Council. 

The May 10 letter states: 
“What service would be _ ren- 
dered to the 100,000 displaced 
Jews by merely transferring 
them from an unhappy post-war 
atmosphere to a tense, potential, 
pre-war environment? The 
crackle of gunfire, the bursting 
vf hand grenades, the bombing 
of buildings, the barbed wire en- 
closures of a military encamp- 
ment do not constitute an atmos- 
phere suitable for those deeply 
injured men, women and chil- 
dren. They must be moved to a 
land of peace. To urge their 
transfer to Palestine without re- 
gard for other Recommendations 
would only give the appearance of 
solving a problem without ac 
tually considering the fate of the 


human beings who constitute 
that problem. 

The May 24 document, how- 
ever, although still urging the 


implementation of the report as 
a whole, omits the above para- 
graph and adds: “The rate of 
implementation of the specific 
Recommendations will necessar- 
ily vary, depending on their na- 
ture.” 

Incidentally the second recom- 
mendation which is the one urg- 
ing the transfer of 100,000 Jews 
to Palestine, uses the word: “Im- 
mediately.” In other words the 
Anglo-American Committee, 
wanted the 100,000 admitted now, 
but the American Council for 
Judaism in its letter of May 10, 
asked that this admission be 


held up until the report as a 
whole could be implemented. 


SAYS AUFBAU LACKS SELF-RESPECT 
IN CAMPAIGN OF PITY FOR GERMANS

I would like to call your at- 
tention to the activities of the 
“Aufbau,” a German-language 
Jewish weekly published in New 
York City by the “New World 
Club.” 

October 12th, 1945, the paper 
bought an article, “Land ohne 
Gesicht” (Land Without Face), 
by W. W. Schuetz, overflowing 
with pity for the “poor Ger- 
mans.” Despite numerous strong 
protests, two more installments 
of this pro-German trash were 
stuffed down the readers’ throats. 

March 8th, 1946, the article 
“Wiedersehen mit Wein,” by 
Alice Lepper, was a counterpart, 
only this time the crocodile-tears 
were shed for the Austrians. 

May 13th, 1946, the Profes- 
sional Club of New York spon- 
sored a cultural program for 
U. J. A. with publicity in the 
N. Y. Anglo-Jewish Press, except 
the “Aufbau,” which preferred 
to give free publicity to the “Re- 
lief for Austria.” 

In the last two issues, June 
14th and June 21st, the “Aufbau” 
commented on the death of the 
German Nazi-poet Gerhardt 
Hauptmann, declaring that he 
was the greatest German poet of 


our time, and excusing his pro 
Nazi activities with the fact that 
he was a weak person. To make 
sure that there are no misunder- 
standings, they printed in their 
last issue the classical sentence; 
“Das Hauptmann-Volk, von Sone 
nenaufgang bis Sonnenuntere 
gang gehoert zu uns” (The 
Hauptmann Volk from Sunrise to 
Sunset belong to us), identifying 
themselves with the people who 
murdered six million of our own 
brothers and sisters in cold blood, 
This lack of self-respect as 
Jews displayed by the “Aufbau” 
proves that they have learned 
nothing from the sad experiences 
in Europe. Being still determined 
to set up the German Jews as 
a special clique, the members of 
the “Aufbau” and the new world 
club stand a good chance of 
spending the rest of their lives 
kissing the Blarney Stone, with 
an occasional mild sneering at 
their past enemies. It is time 
that some of us show that we are 
fed up with the hokum of “Ger- 
man culture” and join the sadly 
needed campaign of getting mad.

ATLANTA WRITER BELIEVES AL SEGAL 
WOULD HAVE MADE A GOOD RABBI

I am a new subscriber, having 
just received the third or fourth 
copy of your paper. I am happy 
to state that I find it most in- 
teresting, for it seems to contain 
a variety of Jewish news and a 
variety of articles pertaining to 
Synagogue and Judaism. 

May I comment on Mr. Al Se- 
gal’s writing in the last issue of 
the paper, “If I were a Rabbi?” 
It seems he would make a good 
one, if he were a Rabbi. His idea 
is excellent, I firmly believe, as 
to sound preaching in the Syna- 
gogue. Sermons, true to the 
word, not merely talking about 
the beauty of ancient Greece, 
Soviet Russia, politics or prais- 
ing the officers of the Congrega- 
tion, should be preached in the 
House of Worship, sermons that 
will fill the heart with remorse, 
lift the soul to God in repent- 
ance, instil love for what is sa- 
cred and dignified, good and true, 
kind and righteous, and, above 
all, a burning love for our Holy 
Book. 

The Jew needs comfort, faith 
and courage, now more than 
ever. He needs good understand- 
ing of the word of God, that it 
may console him, heal his spirit 
and body, and give him hope for 
the bright future in face of all 
outward contradictory appear- 
ances. 


The Rabbi should imbue the 
members of his Congregation 
with the importance of Bible 
reading and study for the indi- 
vidual, and the importance of 
the Bible for group study, es- 
pecially among the adults. In the 
present state, the Bible is even 
seldom mentioned during a serv- 
ice in the Synagogue. 

This, too, in my opinion, the 
service should be shortened by 
eliminating some of the prayer 
reading. Instead, personal prayer 
should be taught and encouraged. 
And it would serve the worship- 
per. for better if the Torah read- 
ing were condensed to its vital 
teaching, read in English and 
discussed. And why not have 
spiritual singing, to fill the heart 
with beauty and love? 

The Rabbi should preach in 
the same way the Christian min- 
ister does. Why not? It would 
help to a great extent to make 
the service absorbing and inspir- 
ing, and it would help draw a 
crowd to the Synagogue. 


Preaching the true doctrines 
and precepts of God, making 


known His will and His way and 
that He is our Father, Friend 
and Helper, Protector and Guide, 
ever present to love us and care 
for us, will do everything to 
awaken and nourish the Jewish 
spirit and fill the soul with ardent 
love for God our Creator, our 
people and the rest of mankind, 
our country and the Land of Is- 
rael, and thus help us to live 
wiser, more uprightly, healthier 
and happier. 

The Rabbis’ throughout 
country, Orthodox, 
and Reform, should begin im- 
mediately to train themselves 
for sound preaching and _ teach- 
ing the Hebrew gospel, in this 
way to revive Judaism and love 
and appreciation of our true role 
in life, for ourselves and the 
world. Its practice will then be 
a joy and to promote it a duty 
by every Jewish person. 

I shall appreciate your print- 
ing this letter. I am finding your 
paper a channel for expression 
of my views on religion and 
other topics.

FRIDUSS 

This is an anglicized form of 
the name “Freides.” 

It began as the male personal 
name Simkha, which means 
“Joy.” Hebrew personal names 
were usually translated into Ger- 
man to form a feminine equiva- 
lent. The feminine for Simkha 
is “Freide#? (German “Freude.’’) 

In cases where a father died 
while the children were still 
young, and the mother had to 
bring them up, it was her name 
that was later assumed as a 
family name. Freides is the 
genitive form of the name Fre- 
ide, and was adopted by a family 
as a declaration that “we are the 
children of Freide.” 

The English family name Joyce 
means exactly the same thing.

LEVITT 

This is the German _ persona- 
lized form of the name “Levy.” 

It corresponds to the English 
“Levite”. ‘ 

The Levites were temple at- 
tendants, so named because they 
were all descended from the tribe 
of Levi, the first ancestor being 
the patriarch Jacob’s 3rd_ son. 
The name means “attached” (to 
the Temple services.) 

In whatever form the name 
Levi appears, it is one of the two 
oldest names on earth. Every 
Levite is descended from a family 
which has borne the same name 
continuously for 3,300 years. No 
king, no prince on earth can 
boast a family name, half as 
ancient and distinguished. 
America, termed the world Zion- 
ist movement an “irresistible” 
one, and assured the delegates 
that all opposition to it would 
give way to the “tremendous 
moral compulsion” behind it.

NEVER met or saw Dr. Judah L. Magnes, president of the He. 

brew University of Jerusalem and I never heard his voice untij 
Saturday, June 22 (4:45 Daylight Saving Time), when he spoke 
over the radio. 

My first impression was that I had heard that voice before. 
Later I realized that it was the uniform and highly standardize 
voice and manner of a Cincinnati rabbi who produces the kind of 
vibrations in the air which have the effect of making the audi. 
ence feel they are listening to a prophet, if not a messiah. When 
baiting reform rabbis was my favorite pastime (before I became 
a red-baiter), I used to divide them into two categories: (a) the 
East-Side boy become reform rabbi who prophesies with his tongue 
in his cheek; (b) the unsophisticated one whose tremulo messianico 
is perfectly sincere. Reform rabbis of German-Jewish extraction 
I used to think, were definitely of the second category. 

But only the other day my cherished theory was thrown into 
confusion when I was told by someone who knows more than I do 
that all Cincinnati rabbis owe their mannerisms to the same Miss 
Kahn who has been teaching elocution at Cincinnati for twenty. 
five years. Come to think of it, a graduate of the Jewish Theologi. 
cal College or of the Jewish Institute of Religion does speak differ. 
ently. Moral: don’t generalize on the basis of such imperfect knowl. 


edge as mine is about Cincinnati rabbis.

HOWEVER, I have already learned to be tolerant enough of 
reform rabbs to accept Rabbi Silver as by far the ablest Zionist 
leader in America despite his profession and I am quite ready to 
desist from damning Rabbi Magnes forever only becatise of the four 
years he spent at the Hebrew Union College at Cincinnati. 

Now, let us analyze Dr. Magnes’s message. 

No doubt, it will be hailed by many people who are at sea about 
Palestine, including many anti-Zionists who find themselves con- 
Strained to make some concessions to the Zionist idea, as a reason- 
able plea for peace and co-operation. 

On the other hand, many Zionists who seem to forget—if they 
ever knew—that Zionism was not born with the Biltmore Program 
will condemn Magnes as a traitor, as if the very idea of a bi-national 
state in Palestine has something wicked in it. 

For myself, my first impression is that there is much good 
in the message of Dr. Magnes, for the following reasons: 

He stressed the urgent need for admitting 100,000 Jewish 
refugees into Palestine, and he made an impassioned plea for it 
which is bound to make a strong impression on his listeners; 

He made it pretty clear, though in diplomatic language, that 
Britain has failed to act as an honest broker bringing the Jews and 
the Arabs together to co-operate for their mutual benefit, and he 
pointed out the inconsistency of the Labor Government in liberaliz- 
ing the British Empire in India and in many other -places, but not 
in Palestine; 

He criticized the report of the Anglo-American Commission 
for failing to provide measures which would train both Jews and 
Arabs in self-government and co-operation; 

He pointed out that the present outbreaks of violence in Pal- 
estine are due to the delay in admitting the 100,000 refugees. 

On the whole, the tenor of Dr. Magnes’s address was con- 
ciliatory, but firm in demanding an immediate constructive policy. 
In this respect it was timely. 

* a + 

THERE WAS ONE rather negative virtue in Dr. Magnes’s re- 
marks: he did not mention anything about numerical parity be- 
tween Jews and Arabs. If it means that he has finally abandoned 
the idea, then he has rid himself of the most absurd plank in his 
program. 

Most American Jews condemn Magnes for advocating a bi- 
national state in Palestine. To my mind, that is the least of his 
mistakes, if a mistake it is. 

The bi-national nature of Palestine is not a matter of theory: 
it is an established fact. A country in which two nationalities live 
side by side, each numerous enough to affect its character, is a bi 
national country. When a country is officially recognized by the law 
of the land as being bi-national, you have a bi-national state. 

Our main struggle in Palestine is not for the recognition of 
the Jewish element that is already there, nor against the recogni- 
tion of the Arab element already in the country. Our main struggle 
is for the further growth of the Jewish element and for the crea- 
tion of such economic and political conditions that will facilitate 
the further growth of the Jewish element so that it will be free 
to become a majority of the population. If you examine the Bilt 
more Program you will see that what it seeks is that Palestine 
should ultimately be a bi-national state in which the Jews pre 
dominate, just as Canada is a bi-national state in which the British 
element predominates. Ben-Gurion, Silver and Neumann have con- 
vinced the majofity of Zionists that you have to call it a Jewish 
Commonwealth. Hashomer Hatzair believes that you can acconr 
plish the same thing, even faster, by calling it a bi-national state. 
Hashomer Hatzair is in the minority. Substantially, there is more 
agreement between Hashomer Hatzair and Silver than between 
Hashomer Hatzair and Magnes.

IN WASHINGTON, in January, I heard an Anglican canon 
from Jerusalem deliver a bitter anti-Zionist tirade before the Angio- 
American Commission, but ending with a recommendation for a 
bi-national state in Palestine. What he meant, of course, was that 
the ratio between the Jews and the Arabs should be more or less 
frozen at the present stage. Magnes’s “bi-nationalism” lies some 
where between that of Hashomer Hatzair and of that canon. Now 
he is getting a little closer to Hashomer Hatzair. Magnes’s Zion- 
ism has made notable progress since he first came out with his Brith 
Shalom program some twenty years ago. But he has not quite 
shed all of his fundamental vagueness which tends to dissolve into 
pious generalities. 

Twenty years ago Magnes suggested that for the sake of peace 
with the Arabs the Jews should voluntarily agree that they will

A Catharsis of Hate 


HE Spring issue of %Common Ground” magazine contains a 
o_ illustrated feature—a series of pictures depicting the 
foods and dishes which America has adopted from other peoples 
and other nations. I turned the pages in idle curiosity, and then 
paused to stare at the one bearing the caption, “Sauerkraut.” 

Uncontrollably there surged up in me a deep feeling of resent- 
ment, deepening by the moment into hate. There was a bottle of 
beer on the table, too—beer and sauerkraut. No doubt that this was 
German. And the very repetition of the word sends unreasoning 
spasms of hate through me. My thoughts dwell not on concentration 
camps or crematoria, or other specific Nazi bestialities, but are sub- 
ject to the accumulated effect which a dozen years of Nazism in the 
world have wrought upon me. My hate is generic. It is a reflex 
response whenever I hear the word “German” or come across an 
evocative connotation.

IN THIS INSTANCE I tried to reason myself out of the blind 
hatred. The woman in the picture, shown dishing out the sauer- 
kraut, is doubtless a good democrat, born in America, and descend: 
ed from ancestors who themselves perhaps fled to these shores 
for security a century ago, There can be no more viciousness 01 
cruelty in her than in the devoted, home-loving soul who, on the next 
page, is shown making gefullte fish. , 

It is no use. My reaction to the sauerkraut is intense 
social allergy. 

The other day I heard a couple speaking German on the street 
I watched them for a moment, and realize now that I was trying 
to ascertain if they were refugees. No, they appeared to be non 
Jews— just Germans, and I found myself detesting them with colo 
fury. 

This morning the newspaper carried a headline to the effect 
that hunger is causing considerable suffering in Germany. Had 
the story designated Greece, or Jugoslavia, or some tropical Pa 
cific island where military action had destroyed the life and vege 
tation on which the simple and uncivilized natives were dependent 
for their sustenance, there might have been an answering spark 
of sympathy or solicitude on my part. In this case there was nc 
feeling except one of silent satisfaction. Good—let them know at 
last what it is to suffer.

IN RECENT WEEKS I have met several survivors of Euro- 
pean Jewry now visiting in this country. One is the impressive, dig- 
nified, bearded Dr. Emil Sommerstein, leader of the one-time Polish 
Jewry. I pictured this venerable, patriarchal man on his hands and 
knees, scrubbing the gutters with his beard—and this certainly 
would have been among the least of the indignities which he has 
managed to survive. I marvelled at the life and vitality of him, 
when he could so easily have been a bloody and mangled corpse 
... and again I thought of the Germans. 

Germans feel the pinch of hunger, the paper says, and addi- 
tional curtailment in bread and consumption here is advised. One 
of my friends, a man not given to rash or emotional acts, will not 
sacrifice a crumb of bread from his. table, at home, or in a res- 
taurant. He eats his full share with relish. Much of the food 
America is sending to Europe is for Germany, he says grimly. Let 
the damn Nazis starve. He too, hates.

IT IS NOT A PRETTY THING, this hate. It is not humane or 
liberal. It is completely out of keeping with my yearning for equal- 
ity between the races, for example. Perhaps it is something of 
which I ought to be ashamed, but it is a factor to be reckoned with, 
and I ponder the significance of this factor in a world where mil- 
lions of people have had the unfortunate occasion to learn this 
hate of Germany and Germans at first hand. How their hate must 
exceed in intensity mine, acquired from afar! 

Only a dish of sauerkraut—but I see it compounded of Jewish 
flesh and blood, Jewish shrieks and moans, Jewish torture and 
agony.I think of the six million martyred of my people, I clench 
my teeth, and indulge in a fit of silent hatred of everything German.

never try to exceed qne-third of the population. (At that time the 
Jews in Palestine were hardly 15 per cent.) Some ten years later, 
Magnes raised the ratio to 40 per cent. Recently he advocated a plan 
for 50 per cent. And now he has dropped the matter of numerical 
ratio altogether. 

He still does advocate political parity—irrespective of majority 
or minority. In principle, political parity makes more sense than 
numerical parity. But how is that parity to be expressed? Does 
that mean that forever and forever and forever, no matter how 
many Jews and how many Arabs live in Palestine, the number of 
Jewish and Arab policemen should be strictly equal? Or the num.- 
ber of Jewish and Arab street-cleaners? Or members of parliament? 
Or cabinet ministers? In twenty years of peacemaking, Dr. Magnes 
ought to have worked out some concrete proposals. 

On the other hand, it must be said that Dr. Magnes was quite 
Specific in outlining the three successive stages by which the Jews 
and Arabs in Palestine should be granted more self-government. 

+ & * 

DR. MAGNES wants the future Arab-Jewish state of Palestine 
to join the Arab Federation. In his radio address he finally made 
the long-overdue concession to reality and to justice by adding 
“or Middle East Federation.” The Middle East is inhabited not 
only by Arabs. Kurds, Assyrians and even Arab-speaking peoples 
who feel themselves apart from the Arabs (e.g. the Maronites of 
Lebanon) inhabit countries officially known as Arabic and some of 
them, like the Maronites, are far more civilized than the Arabs. 
Besides, the Turks and the Persians are also part of the Middle 
East. If a regional federation is to be formed, the Arabs and th: 
Jews are not the only ones to be considered. But until recently Di 
Magnes was far too anxious to appease the Arab chauvinists by 
talking about an Arab Federation. 

If Palestine is to join a regional federation on what terms is

she to join? Here again, we have vagueness and pious generalities. 
Should the highly advanced and dynamic and intensely democratic 
Jewish community of Palestine place itself at the disposal of Ibn 
Saud and Abdullah and the corrupt effendi politicians of Iraq? 
Should the latter have anything to say in the social and economic 
structure of Palestine? 

Dr. Magnes seems to attach a great deal of significance to the 
fact that the Jews and the Arabs are both Semitic peoples. This 
racial, or rather historic and linguistic sentiment has a certain 
value. But there are forces which are stronger in human relations 
than the pleasant discovery made by a Jew or an Arab that He- 
berw and Arabic resemble each other or that Abraham lived like 
a Bedouin. Habits, mental outlook, social attitudes and economic 
interests play their part too. Considering the present stage of Arab 
society, the average Jew in Palestine has more in common with an 
Australian or a New Zealander than with an Arab. Australian 
soldiers stationed in Palestine felt very much at home in Jewish 
settlements—much more so than Jews do in Arab villages. 

It is far too soon for the Jews of Palestine to jump into an 
Arab—or even a Middle Eastern—Federation. 
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one of the marshes of

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Labor, Mizrachi Reveal Talks On 


Blame Silver; Postponement Needed For “Honest” Vote 


i Statement By Labor Zionist and Progressive Bloc 


In the closing hours of the election campaign for the 22nd 
World Zionist Congress, spokesmen for the Zionist Organization 
of America have tried to create the impression that the con- 
fusion and delay in conducting the elections have been caused 
by the so-called “minority” parties. The electors are entitled to 
know the whole truth about the negotiations that have taken 
place during the past few weeks, which led to the postpone- 
ment of the elections. 

Here are the facts: 

A magnificent Shekel campaign was conducted by American 
Zionists of all parties, the greatest Shekel sale in our history. 
Nearly a million Shekolim were sold, and among these, one- 
fourth by the Labor Zionists. 


* * * 


ACCORDING TO THE STATUTES of the World Zionist 
Organization, registration lists of all Shekel holders must be 
published 13 days before the elections, so that all parties may 
examine the lists for irregularities. These registration lists 
are the only means of assuring a fair election, especially in 
large cities like New York. 

The Central Shekel and Election Board announced that it 
could not possibly, for technical reasons, prepare the registra- 
tion lists in time for the original election dates, June 16 and 
17. There were therefore two alternatives open to the Zionist 
parties: to postpone the elections to such a time as would en- 
able the proper preparation of the registration lists; or, to unite 
on an allocation of Congress delegates according to the number 
of Shekolim sold, thus disposing of the tremendous task of hold- 
ing the elections. 


* * * 


THE LABOR ZIONIST and Progressive Bloc was prepared 
for either procedure. All parties desired to avoid a prolonged 
election campaign for practical as well as political reasons. A 
full-fledged campaign entails public displays which had better 
be side-tracked. The Labor Zionists particularly sought to 
avert such developments which might harm Zionism as a whole. 
In addition, with the summer season approaching, many Shekel 
holders on vacation would fail to go to the polls. 

Negotiations for a united slate were therefore conducted. 
The Z.O.A. representatives were ready to accept a unified list 
without elections provided the Z.O.A. received 52 delegates in- 
stead of the.50 to which they were entitled on the basis of 
Shekolim sold. The difference of two delegates is all that 
“democracy” means to the Z.O.A. leaders. In the final analysis, 
the Z.O.A., in the person of Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, broke off 
these negotiations because the other parties refused to “con- 
tribute” two delegates to the Z.0.A. The only ‘true basis for a 
united slate without elections was rejected by the General 
Zionists. The second alternative, to hold elections on June 30 
and July 1. had to be accepted. 


THE Z. 0. A. CLAIMS that it is the genuine champion of 
democracy in American Zionism and is the only one not ma- 
neuvering for political advantage. This air of innocence is not 
backed by the facts. True democracy calls for granting a fair 
chance to the Sehkel holders to conduct elections according to 
the regulations of the World Zionist Organization. In case of 
unanimous agreement among all parties, delegates can be al- 
lotted on the basis of Shekolim sold. The insistence of the 
Z.O.A. on holding elections June 16 would have disfranchised 
hundreds of thousands of voters through no fault of their own. 
The Z.O.A. refusal to accept the Shekel sales as the basis of a 
united slate is tantamount to asking for more than the Z.O.A. 
had earned. 

Professor Hayim Fineman, chairman of the Labor Zionist 
and Progressive bloc, in a telegram to Dr. Silver, urged a united 
slate as the best method of restoring harmony in the Zionist 
family. This met with a blunt refusal. The Labor Zionists 
have accepted the challenge and call upon all Zionists to go to 
the polls, on June 30 and July 1. The Labor Zionists are confi- 
dent that the labor and progressive elements will vote en masse 
for Ticket No. 2, the ticket which pledges unqualified support 
to the Halutz forces rebuilding and defending Eretz Israel, the 
ticket which unequivocally backs the Histadrut in the struggle 
for a Jewish Commonwealth.
